He famous Citie of Burdeux ts ſcitua⸗ 
ted in Brittaine, paxt of the French Con- 
in which Citie, pearely neare the 


ly peed. Amongſt many of ſundzy countries, which made their 
voyage to this famous Pozte , thzee gallant youthes Par- 
chants of great reputation, wealth, credit, hauing to names, 
William, Robart, and Otho, all from the well knowne and 
honourable Citie of Exeter, had reſidence at Roane in Nor- 
mandie : where their great affaires ended, hauing ſome idle 
time, and waying not the expente of a hundzeth oz two of 
Crownes, in a merriment, gaue faithfull pzomiſe each to o⸗ 
ther, to paſſe foz Burde we, as well toſee the manner of the 
Upntage, and oꝛder thereof, as witneſſe to themlelues, whe- 
ther repozt of the great lite which vearely there laded might 
be true, as alſo to mecte with ſome their countreymen ol 
Deuonſlure, and with them to frolicke; fo; which ijourney,ac- 
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A pleaſ: ant diſcourſe of ſixe gallant 


toꝛding to iim pꝛeſſte d, bein pꝛotuded. To Burdeux 
are come, where they frequent the gallanteſt con pan of 
Nations thereo!,dcmeaning themſelues in ſuch manner, that 
their company was and defired of all men: cõpani⸗ 
ons fo; al ſpoꝛtes, o rxertiſes, whether gaming, dꝛinking, ſpoꝛ· 
— oz reucluug: what any durſt do, thep neuer refuſed it: 
luch Bene companions they are, and ſo ot all men eſteemed, 
Not long after their comming to Burdeux , foztuae 
baingeth with happineſle from the Meſterne ſhoze of Eag⸗ 
land, a tall ſhip,well equipped andfurniſhed,fit toꝛ the voiage: 
of whoſe arriuall, Willam and his accompliſſes being aduer⸗ 
fiſed , as men glad to heare of their countries welfare and 
friends, make fuch enquire fo2 the ſhips company,that in god 
time they are met, with th2& other gallants Merchants, viz.) 
Walter, Oliuer, and lohn: with whom as ſtraungers meeting, 
and queſtions pꝛopounded and anſwered, Wil im knowing 
turteſie, in kindneſſe enuited the new arriued Parchants to 
his lodging that night to ſupper: which with thankes they ac⸗ 
tepte d, and actoꝛdingly at the appointed houre came , where 
make no queſtion, they were all as weltomc, as friends in foꝛ⸗ 
rain parts may be tu friends: ſp ending the evening ſometimes 
in diſcourſing ol their Country and acquaintance there: ſoine⸗ 
times in gaming, and often carowſing healths to their Coun⸗ 
fry, kindzed,and friends. 
Amondgſt this delight, albcit Oliver, Iohn, and Walter, | 
were as wel plealed in thcir company, as countreymen might 
be: pet were their mindes other where: eſpecially O'mer and 
John, who pearcly trafficktfoz that ÞPozte; had there loues 
neare adioyning,onc dwelling at Bloys, the other at S. Mar- 
tines: fo: beautie, wealth aud reputation, might dzaw 


men ofmoze wozth to their iking:of whom Olwer and lohn, 
in pꝛiuate whiſperings, toke great care, entending that night 
tohane ſeene them, and deliner ſuch p2eſents as they bought 
from England: had not this meeting of their countreymen pze- 
uented them.

ao? heede. But William ſpecially gaue care , and ouerheard 
their ſpeech: vnderſtanding by many motions, that willingly 
they would haue bene free from their compantcs , which he, 
con!d well haue w:Hcb them, to their beſt lining: but that he 
entended to ſcarch them as he could, and make tryall what 
mettall his countrepmen were of! x fo2 that purpoſe, when he 
had well lincd their hovcs with the inycc of Grape, apotion

finde oppoꝛtunitie to come to Roane, where they had abiving, 
they would ſo quite their kmdncflc as they ſhould well like ol. 
O lier, as well diſpoſed to mirth as his friend William, 
and as pleaſantly tonceited, image» that his owne ſpeech to 
his compam on lohn was cuer heard, whereon this queſl ion 
was pꝛopounded, tone in god part his wozds, and thankfully 
acepted all fricndſhip offered, and cheare rectiued. Beſeeching 
pardon, not actompuſhing his dere, whom he aſſured was of 
moꝛc continuance in the Citic, then hunſelle, that had not bene 
full foure auid twentie goures a ſhoare: and thereioze rather 
ought to be a tonductoꝛ to hun and his compamons , dis expe⸗

Ol whoſe being vpon the Coaſt, the Adnural of 
France Was adutrtiſed, who by chance was then in ie Road 
of Charleboyes, ſharing Engliſh gods lately taken: and hea / 
ring of theſe warlike ſhippes, in the night fill lower te the 
mouth of the riner,and in the moming taking the abuantage 
of the Tyde, came to ſea, Where ſhoztly by cur Flate ,-whirh 
looked Charpcly out fo2 them, they were biſcoucrcd, 
and a view taken of their Fieete , which were twiſe as many, 


and moze gonly ſhips : but William rcſolned to fee they

Oliuer, thyuſt avorgs the Flate, and in velpite hdr 
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the Admirall, and toke the Generall into their owne chip, lea⸗ 
uing ſome men aboꝛde to kepe her: and ſending the French 
men all awap with their boates, to ſake their foztuncs, This 
onſet beginning with god ſucceſſe ,avdeb courage to our com⸗ 
panies,and greatly diſcomfozted the French,hauing loſt their 
Admirall. Yet cõtinued p fight very hotly fore oz fine houres: 
In which time many of the French lay dzenched in the deepe, 
both men and ſhips. William keeping his owne, who was ſo 
well followed by his companions , that the French wearied 
with the fight, and their hope, vaſt hope to eſcape , William 
and his company hauing the aduantage ofthe ſhoze,lying be- 
tweene them and the ſea , yeelded s fo his mertie: 
of whom being poſſeſt, he tone the men pziſoners, 
made chaiſe of the beſt ſhips, and manned them with their Oz⸗ 
dinancr, ſuch archandiſe and money, whereof they had a 
boundance aboꝛd : freed many Engliſhmen they had taken: 
finckmg the moſt part of the ſhips, ſauing the wont to carrie 
men a ſhoze. Which done, in deſpite of thale on land which 
ſhould contradict his doings, went into the Koad of conqueſt, 
fired the ſhips in the Roade , and bzought two Gallies away.

A pleaſant diſcourſe of ſixe gallant 


without regard of God, Pꝛince, oz naturall affection, of that 
clymat where they receined lile. The tyzannie of theſe Rebels 


bꝛuted thꝛoughout the Country, euerp man fled foz ſafegardof * 


their lines, wiues and childꝛen, to the noble Citie of Exeter: 
as a place of ſanduarp from thoſe b!od-thirſtie repꝛobates: 
Where the Rebels followed with their mercileſſe army, and 
with ſtrong ſiege begirt it: vſing all poſſible means they coulo, 
by fozce and pollicie to gaine the poſſcſſion thereof : which in 
vaine they pzaciſcd , many aſſaults they made, which were 
— reliiey by the honourable and true licgemen Citi⸗ 
zens of the ſame : and ſundzy valiant and daungereus ſcalies 
made by them vpon the enemy, weakening their fozce with 
great laughter , and pulling from them of their ſtoze of vian⸗ 
alls, to releeue their wants, which were very many and great: 
pet dilmayed they not, but continued their defence with great 
balour , and honour vnto them, In this time of 
frouble, was William called to high office amongſt them, in 
his owne perſon doing great and wozthie ſeruite, to the intou⸗ 
ragement of the multitude: whom of his owne bountie and 
charge of victualls he releeued : ſauing their lines both by va- 
lour and liber all ſtoꝛe of pzomfion,famine had lo generally poſs 
ſeſſed the ſame, 

Df theſe outrages by the Rebels committed, the King was 
aduertiſed, who gratiouſly tendering their diſtreſſe, and pittp⸗ 
ing thoſe his louing ſubieas, whole vatour and conſtancp to 
hun was ſuch, ſpeedily leuied a power ol men at armes, and 
with ſuch haſte iournies as was requiſite, marched towards 
Exeter foz their reliefe, Ol whoſe comming, the Rebels hauing 
knowledge,like arable of faint hearted nuſcreants,raiſed their 
ſiege,and departed with bagge and baggage, Lhe tydings of 
whole departure, by Poſtes to his highneſle was ſignified, 
who notwithſtanding continued his tourney to Exeter, to (& 
theic battered walles , and by his pꝛeſence to encourage them 


and others his ſubiects to like loxaltie, if ſuch chaunces ſhould 
happen, Unto whom his Maieſtie was moſt toyfully welcom- 
med, as appeared by their entertainment: ; which was aw

This challenge giuen 
cut, Wilhai that had his felicitie in keeping men of actiuitie, 
chielip cxcelled in theſe gualines ; ſcent likewiſe to his friends, 
Walterof Tarne:, Otho of Plymouth, Iohn of Barneſtable, 
and Robert of Tyue:t»n, to furaith him with ſuch men as 
as they could of their owne, which were able to maintaine the 
chalenge. Mho haunig notiſe thereof, and knowing the allu⸗ 
red day, fapled not their old friend Wil iam, but accoz2ingly 


bꝛought to Exeter twelue god men of theirs , totoync with 


Wi lam and his twelue, To encounter which, accozding to 
the pꝛoclamation, repaired to Exeter many woꝛſhipfull Gen» 
tlemen, with their followers, and ſundzy chicke and well expe: 
rienced in thoſe cuulities, W illham and his companitens,wils 
ling to encourage their people, hath foz the purpole, ag unſt the 
firſt day , ſuted all their company - Crimlon Satten, . 


y— —— 
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ſcarlet Cappes and Feathers , vnder which , euery man fo 
play in,woze a Maſtcoate of like colourev Taffata. The time 
alſgned come, and the King taking his place to be hold this cx- 
erciſe of wzeſtling,appointed foz the firſt dayes paſtime, Willi- 
am and his friends aboue named, apparelled in Coats of black 
Uzluet and Chaines of Gold, accompanied with many Mhil⸗ 
lers to guard the place, marched on to the Greene called Scu- 
thing - Hay, without the Citie wales, followed with his aps 
pointed troupes, attyꝛed as you haue heard: who taking tht ir 
places, were inſtantly followed by the Country men. Then 
to anſwere them, apparclled in ſuttes of purple atten, and 
ledde by a Knight cf great name, who paſſing by his highnc ſſe 
bowedthemſelues , and marching once oz twiſe about 
the rayles twke their ſtande, oppoled with the Citizens. This 
done,p2oclamation was made fozthe quiet of the Game ſters, 
who pꝛocerded to their paſtimes , wherein of both ſides was 
ſhewed many mantull feates,and lights of polticic,to his Pas 
tefties great pleaſure ; who by generall vopce of the whole 


| company,gaue the honour of that dayes excrciſe , to Williams

The next day at the houre appointed, the King being pla⸗ 
ted, William with his company marched in like mancr to the 
fletd, who were apparelled in ZUaſtcoates, and Yoſe of white 
Taffata, with wzought Nightcaps on their heads, readie to 
their paſtime ol hurling.

Where betweene them, much valour and agi⸗ 
litie of bodie was ſhewed, as leaping, vauting, running and 
wzeſtling, wherein they excelled: and fo; their cunning, of the 
Bing wozthily pzaiſed and rewarded, who highly commended 
the ſpozt, wiſhing all his ſubiccs ſuch as they were. f 
This dapes honour to the Pꝛentiſes was likewiſe adiud⸗ 
ged : who like Uicozs left the field this ſecond dap, to the 
great contentment of William and his followers,

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Due third dayes ſpozt which was fibteball, appointed fo 
be perfozmeb, William and his c marched to the fleld, 
his compames apparelled as befo2e, in red and blew Taffata, 
and the Country defendants, in Dzenge Lawny., No ſoner 
entered they the field, their duties done, and the players ftrip- 


ped , the Ning to do them grace and encourage them fo their 


plar , cauſed a Noble man of his traine to taſi vp their Ball, 


which came no toner on the ground, but was taken at aduan⸗ 


tage:then began the ſtrength and nimblene ſſe or men to be tri⸗ 


ed, with liſting, thꝛowing, and caſting one the other,ſcme with 


violence, others with fine lights, gencrallp tom mende d, ton⸗ 
tinuing their ſpoꝛt without victozy on either ſide , along time, 
vntill by vnhappie chance, one of Williams company, a pꝛo⸗ 
pcr man, and a Gentleman bozne, was with a fall from a lol⸗ 
tie mans armes, vnfoztunately flame, This Traget ie moꝛe 
greeued the King and all his company , then any thing, who 
commaunded their paſtime to ceaſe, adiudging the honour to 
Exeter Citizens, yet recompencecd ropally the defendants,and 
gaue them many gracious ſpeeches of commendation : bat ſoz⸗ 
rowed moze fo; the laine Gentleman, then foz the loſſe of a 
million of Code. The Gentleman he cauſcd with great 
powpe to be enterred, and gaue the p2tze cuer after to De- 
uonſture and Corn: wall, fog theſe txertiſes: which continus 
them matchle ſſe to this day.

his bountie and nourture , who thought himſclfe a Spaniſh 


Duke,o2 a No-le man atleaſt. Farour ofalleſtates he had, as 
woꝛthily deſcrued: his purſe cuer pliant to the poze, whocucr 


ſought him in dicrefle, whether Stranger oz Engliſh, felt his 


bormtic. 
Theſe god parts of lames, gained him lone and favour, e⸗ 


ſpecially with the Duke, who being a. Pꝛiuce of noble minde, - 
fauourcd no Nation like the Cnglith, 02 had pleaſure with a ⸗ 


ny but them. Frolike he was in the ir company , commending 


their bountie , and wondzing at their collly fare and attire, 
which would carzſe him many times to lcaue his owne Table 


and omit himſclfe to their dyct „ gracing them mae then all 

Nations with his pꝛeſence. 

The Noble Duke who by often reſozt to their houſe, axd o⸗ 

ther tuncs had noated their leuerall diſpoſitions, and highly

bauing on a time the Duke of Florence in his Cort , vnto 
hom he had liberally ſpoken our Engliſhmens pralle: and 
that he might better credit his ſpeech, he oꝛdained a meſt coſily 
banket : to which he inmted the chicfeſt of cur Engliſh Mar⸗ 
chants; amongſt which, Don laques de Engletetre, fo; ſo hee 
named him, was not fozgotten.

Dinner ended, to ſundzy ſpoztes they tell:ſome dance, ſome 
dilcourſe, other court the dames. 1lames and other two of his 
companions, accompan the Dukes at dice: betwerne them 
was very great game, and ſtoze of money on each fide wal⸗ 
king. Che Duke ſetting great ſummes which was neuer re⸗ 
kuſed. The Duke ol Medina perceiuing it, thought verily to 
make them turne crauen. Being ſomewhat diſcontent, loſing 
ſo much, and few Crownes befoze him, pulled a Jewell from 
his chaine, valued af fiftie thouſand Duckets ; daring in high 
tearmes, the pzoudeſt Engliſhman to thꝛow at it, This ſterne 
chalenge ol the Duke, diſmated our gallants, who loking one 
on the other, ſtrained curteſie who ſhould accept it, none ſo 
ſo hardie to aduentnre thereon , the value being ſo great, all 
their ſubſtance not able to counteruaile it , and loath to lie in 
pꝛiſon fo; a caſt at Dice.

th: tiuic, bp caſic iourntcs, pleaſantly ſclacing them ſclues, ill they 
came to Cales:aganiſt whoſe arrinall, the ſcruants of lames had 
puruayed their lodgings ve rie bounti'vl: ii. which they te poſed them 
that night. Nert nio:ning gaue oꝛder fo; ſale of their gods, and la⸗ 
ding the Barke: which albc1t,by thoſe that vndcriok it, was ſuddenly 
done, pet [ames his one ſhipand gods was as readie to ſet ſaile: 
fo: whom the wind fanourably blowing, the Paiſter gaue notice to 
Wilham and his friends.

ned the ſame. Foz your ſelfe, whom J know not how to deſcrue fo 
great fauour , be now your woꝛds warrantiſe: fozſo J challenge 
pour graunt: that ſeeing money 02 other commodities foz that great 
ſumm2,lewdly walted by m2,you wil not accept, in all humblencſſe 
to my god Piſtreſſe commend mee, and as a poze votary 
to her and you, deliuer theſe Letters, and other Papers therein tlo⸗ 
ſed. This ſhip halled into the Roade,ſhall waite vpon you, wherein 
J haue ſomc ſeruants to attend you : if foz your better eaſe, you will 
vouchſafe of her befoze your owne appointed Barke: and ſoin gods 
peace at pour pleaſure goc abw2d, 

Wi'ham tircumuented by lames, could not tell what thankes to 

giue him, waping his loue and dutifull minde: though loath, would 


not gainc ſap his vꝛgeant requeſt, but returned him many thankes:
